I I. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has argued, in substance, the following: 

(A) As Applicant has noted on page 7. last paragraph, "there is no suggestion of instantiating... or persistence capable classes. 
Examiner's Response: The Ng reference was suggestive of 'instantiation' However, the Glass reference (USPN 6.321.261 BP more 

explicitly disclosed "creating a persistent agent based on a name identifying the class" See Col. 3. lines 58-61. "...to construct 
a remote object or agent...", col. 4. lines 19-21. "A reference is constructed (instantiated) that refers to the host address and 
port number and alias of the new remote agent to be constructed", col. 4. lines 40-45. "Invoker then creates a new remote 
agent (instantiates). .." 

(B) As Applicant has noted on page 8. first paragraph, the combined references teach awav from the ir combination and ther is in 

suggestion or motiviation to make the proposed modification. 
Examiner's Response: In response to Applicant's arguments that references 'teach away 1 from their combination, the Examiner 
respectfully points out that Applicant has not cited any portions of the applied references that teach any express reasoning 
against, or undesirable results of. employing Applicant's claimed featues. and therefore, the basis of arguments is not 
persuasive. Regarding the comment that there is no suggestion or motivation to combine the references. Ng disclosed tools to 
assist in recei ving das definitions and generating code for objects automatically. The Glass reference, filed at the same time 
and indicative of the state of the art at the time, further further provided specific details related to constructing objects, and as 
such, provides the motivation to combine. 
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
